The news came so suddenly 
that 
British ministers had to decide today 
w hat policy would be followed, it 
was said. 
The British objections to the re­ 
turn of the former crown prince were 
only a slight indication of its ob­ 
jection.-* to any attem pted r e tu rn by 
the ex-kaiser, it was said. 
In view of the dissensions among 
the allies, however, It was feared d e­ 
cision on a common action would be 
difficult. 
Although the government 
would consider what steps might he 
taken, there was some disposition to 
regard the rumors as ilifotinded.

Dispatches from The Hague

France would have the strongest 
objections to the ex-kaiser’s retu rn, 
it was said, and the French govern­ 
ment believes that Great Britain and 
the oth«*r allies would agree on this 
point.

Extension

Minnesota's occupation and royalty 
tuxes to the timber and lumbering 
industries will be a ttem pted in tin* 
next legislature. 
The two laws now apply only to 
the milling of iron ore and the ow n­ 
ership of mineral rights. 
An occupation and royalty tax on 
the timber and lumbering industries 
in Minnesota would yield revenue of 
approxim ately $8,000,000 ann u ally 
it is estimated by ('. J. Buell, execu­ 
tive secretary of the Minnesota tax 
reform association. 
The association 
is sponsoring the movement. 
In addition it is planned to put 
through a tax on those collecting 
ground rents iu the royalty lax law. 
This means th a t those who own 
valuable land in cities which is leas­ 
ed for long periods of time will have 
to turn over to tie* state at least six 
per cent of the rents they collect if 
th e law goes through. 
Tin* six per cc ut royalty tax will 
be boosted to ten per cent if another 
feature of the legislative 
program 
goes through. 
An effort was made 
at the last session to In ere ase the 
tax to ten per cent, but no fight was 
made.

CANADA ANO THE EMPIRE CABINET 


C a n a d a is not falling' in with the proposal that a committee 
representative of Cleat Britain and the Dominions shall act as a 
permanent imperial committee to adjust economic and financial 
matters referred to it by any of the units of the empire. 
In 
taking this attitude Camla is in line with sentiments expressed 
by Lloyd George while he was on Dominion soil. 
This great 
statesman then said that the British Empire must he held to­ 
gether loosely, and he went on to show thai while the United 
States must seek the close federation of the states by binding them 
together and moulding thought into a common and generally ac­ 
cepted form, the British Empire must continue to be an empire 
made up of peoples with different attitudes and viewpoints loosely 
knit and bound only by a common interest in the things that 
are common to the life of all peoples within the empire. 
He as­ 
serted that any effort to bring about a unity that robbed the do­ 
minions of their several lead ions to dominion and imperial af­ 
fairs would be mistaken. 
In other words, in-the United States 
the aim must be to overcome any diversity in the several states 
which prevents the consummation of a dose national unity while 
in the British Empire the object must be to secure unity through 
diversity. 
^ C a n a d a ’s attitude, however, suggests that the Western world 
is intent upon preserving its isolation, and if this attitude is to 
dominate then the service that migh be rendered to the rest of the 
world by the two great countries at this side of the Atlantic, whose 
permeation by the North American idea prepares them for distin­ 
guished service to the world, will not be given* 
Unless the na­ 
tions that are able to help give their assistance to nations less 
fortunate and those nations with high national ideals cooperate 
for the purpose of having their ideals accepted by other peoples 
the world must suffer. 
Gradually the nations are coining to the point where they,see 
that their advantages, their prosperity and their ideals must he 
shared with others and that they are specially placed not alto­ 
gether for the selfish enjoyment of their good fortune but that 
they may become the1 benefactors of those who are iii need. 
U n­ 
less such conclusions are accepted by fortunate nations who are 
ready to share their good fortune with others, the poor and suffer­ 
ing peoples of the earth, whose misfortunes may prohibit their 
taking a stand for improved programs, must remain in their mis­ 
fortune and die in despair.
